they were unable to find an 
attractive candle holder for 
candles made by Helen's 
brother.

This was the beginning of 
what Paul describes as "very 
enlightening negotiations". 

It took from October '74 to 
March '75 to get hydro into the 
farm. They still do not have a 
telephone and were recently 
told, after visits by Bell engin- 
eers, etc., etc., that all rural 
construction has been frozen in 
the Bell's austerity program. 

Because Paul is a Band 
Member on the reserve under 
the present Indian Act he was 
unable to get a mortgage loan 
on his farm to start up the bus- 


iness as is usually done.

IN MEMORY OF RON SHACKLETON 


The death this June of 
Ron Shackleton, a Mohawk 
from the Tyendinaga reserve 
was a profound shock to many 
of the Indians working to 
improve the lot of the Native 
Peoples of Canada. 

Ron was adopted by the 
Shackleton family of Ottawa, 
though he was originally from 
Tyendinaga. He had just 
completed his third year of 
law studies at Queen's Univ- 
ersity. In spite of his studies 


he remained an active member 
of the National Indian Brother- 
hood, according to its president 
George Manuel . 

The president of the 
National Indian Brotherhood 
paid this tribute to his late 
collegue: 

"Ron Shackleton was a 
man of the people, proud to be 
a Mohawk Indian, and deter- 
mined to seek changes which 
would result in justice to his 
people right across the country’

Enjoy exhibitions and fall 
fairs, but leave your pens at 
home. That was the word today 
from Ontario's Consumer Min- 
ister, Sidney Handleman. 

He cautioned fair-goers 
against signing contracts that 
offer "special" deals on things 
like encyclopedias, health 
spas, sewing machines, home 
improvements and cottages in 
display stands at fairs. 

"People go to fairs for 
entertainment, so they are 
perhaps more vulnerable to the 
slick high-pressure sales pitch. 
They are often led into signing 
long-term contracts and don't 
realize what they've gotten 
into until they get home," the 
Minister said. "By then, it's 
too late." 

With warnings like this 
coming through the press it is 
sometimes difficult to remember 
that the fall fairs were started 
to improve agriculture. In 
fact they were government 
supported, the aim being to 
bring agricultural people 
together once a year, to help 


improve breed standards and 
to learn about new farming 


techniques. 
We are fortunate in this 


area in that many of the local 
fairs are still largely agricul- 
tural in flavour, with large 
shows of animals and farm 
machinery. Unfortunately 
we also have our share of 


sharp dealers. 
It seems to us that it might 


not be a bad idea to take another 
look at the original function of 
fall fairs, and to remodel it to 
suit todays large urban population. 
The fall fairs would provide an 
ideal place, not only for the 
exchange of information from 
one farmer to another, but also 
the perfect spot for the farm 
arganizations to undertake the 
education of the general public, 
many of whom have lost touch 
with their rural origins. 

Perhaps then the consumer 
might stop blaming the former 
for the price of food today, and 
take a good look round to see 
where the price. increases 
really come from.

COMPOSTING 


IS EFFECTIVE METHOD OF RECYCLING 


Gardens 


R.A. Fleming, horticul- 
turalist with the Ontario Min- 
istry of Agriculture and Food, 
says garden wastes can be 
effectively recycled if they 
are composted and then used 
in the garden next year.' 

Composting can benefit 
the garden in three ways. 
Compost adds organic matter 
which, in turn, helps to con- 
It also 
tends to bind together loose, 


serve soil moisture, 


sandy soils, and open up heavy 
clay soils. In addition, the 
fibrous material of the refuse 
is broken down with the result 
that plant nutrients are more 
easily obtainable. 

Almost all garden wastes 
can be used - grass clippings, 
leaves, end of season annuals, 
perennials, vegetable peelings, 
coffe grinds and other kitchen 
scraps. Don't use weeds or 
diseased material. 

While compost heaps or 
pits can be built, Mr. Fleming 
warns that pits should be built 
only where soil drainage is 
good. Some horticulturists

recommend the construction of 
a containing structure that can 
be easily expanded or extended 
as the compost pile grows. 

Begin the pile or pit with 
a few inches of manure, old 
compost or fertile soil. Add the 
vegetable wastes as they accum- 


ulate. Spread a light application 


of general purpose fertilizer 
with every eight to ten inches 
of compost . Keep the compost 
moist . 

The top of the soil should 
be kept slightly hollow to 
collect moisture. Turn the 
compost periodically to help 
ensure that the decaying process 
is uniform. If gardeners start 
now the compost will be ready 
for next spring.

THE BETTER DAIRY ANIMAL 


To say that the goat is 
a better dairy animal smacks of 
heresy in this Holstein strong- 
hold. However, it is a fact 
that more of the world's people 
drink goat's milk than cows. It 
is also a fact that the goat pop- 
ulation is increasing in Ontario. 
Locals who have kept a few 
goats around for years have 
remarked that they were ast 
astonished at the rise in prices 
recently. At one stock sale 
last month, two kids fetched 
better prices than calves. 

Goats suffer from a bad 
reputation in North America. 
It is often said that they will 
eat anything - not true. Goats 
Gre very choosey about their 
food. It is also said that they 
smell - also not true, of the 
does at least, though the most 
ardent goat lover will admit 
that the bucks give off a very 
pungent odour during the 
breeding season. 

As for being a better

dairy animal, goats convert 
feed to milk and meat more 
efficiently than cows do. A 
good milking doe will give 

3 quarts of milk a day for a 

10 month lactation period, for 
a fraction of the feed it takes 
for a cow. 

For family milk production 
the goat is ideal. Cows make 
too much milk for the average 
family, but 3 quarts is about 
right. They are smaller than 
cows and require less room: 
Goats are not susceptible to 
TB and few, if any, authentic 
cases of TB in goats have been 
reported, therefore most people 
do not feel that it is necessary 
to pasteurize goat milk for TB. 
They are also delightful animals 
to have around and make great 
pets. 

Goats normally produce 
twin kids, three are not un- 
common and single births are 
the exception to the rule. The 
kids are raised like lambs and 


can be slaughtered and eaten 
as chevon, which is considered 
a great delicacy in many parts 
of the world. 

There is a thriving branch 
of the Ontario Dairy Goat 
Society in this area which meets 
once a month in Belleville. 
Members of the Society raise 
all the popular breeds of goats, 
though the Anglo-Nubian and 
Saanen and French Alpine breeds 
are most common in this area. 
The Toggenburg, the oldest 
breed of goat, and the earless 
La Mancha, the newest breed, 
are more difficult to find. 

Even Playboy magazine 
commented recently on the 
"rising goat index" as an in- 
dication of hard times. The 
writers said that during dep- 
ression years the goat population 
of the U.S. increased as more 
people kept goats to provide 
their family with inexpensive 


milk.

THE BETTER DAIRY ANIMAL 


To say that the goat is 
a better dairy animal smacks of 
heresy in this Holstein strong- 
hold. However, it is a fact 
that more of the world's people 
drink goat's milk than cows. It 
is also a fact that the goat pop- 
ulation is increasing in Ontario. 
Locals who have kept a few 
goats around for years have 
remarked that they were ast 
astonished at the rise in prices 
recently. At one stock sale 
last month, two kids fetched 
better prices than calves. 

Goats suffer from a bad 
reputation in North America. 
It is often said that they will 
eat anything - not true. Goats 
are very choosey about their 
food. It is also said that they 
smell - also not true, of the 
does at least, though the most 
ardent goat lover will admit 
that the bucks give off a very 
pungent odour during the 
breeding season. 

As for being a better

dairy animal, goats convert 
feed to milk and meat more 
efficiently than cows do. A 
good milking doe will give 

3 quarts of milk a day for a 

10 month lactation period, for 
a fraction of the feed it takes 
for a cow. 

For family milk production 
the goat is ideal. Cows make 
too much milk for the average 
family, but 3 quarts is about 
right. They are smaller than 
cows and require less room: 
Goats are not susceptible to 
TB and few, if any, authentic 
cases of TB in goats have been 
reported, therefore most people 
do not feel that it is necessary 
to pasteurize goat milk for TB. 
They are also delightful animals 
to have around and make great 
pets. 

Goats normally produce 
twin kids, three are not un- 
common and single births are 
the exception to the rule. The 
kids are raised like lambs and 


can be slaughtered and eaten 
as chevon, which is considered 
a great delicacy in many parts 
of the world. 

There is a thriving branch 
of the Ontario Dairy Goat 
Society in this area which meets 
once a month in Belleville. 
Members of the Society raise 
all the popular breeds of goats, 
though the Anglo-Nubian and 
Saanen and French Alpine breeds 
are most common in this area. 
The-Toggenburg, the oldest 
breed of goat, and the earless 
La Mancha, the newest breed, 
are more difficult to find. 

Even Playboy magazine 
commented recently on the 
"rising goat index" as an in- 
dication of hard times. The 
writers said that during dep- 
ression years the goat population 
of the U.S. increased as more 
people kept goats to provide 
their family with inexpensive 
milk.

As the little plane took us from West Bay 
back to Sault Ste. Marie, I thought about 
this assignment--‘‘Bob Nixon's Ontario in 
2,000 words or less’’. 

Ihave been in these towns along the north 
shore of Lake Huron many times and I 
know the mayors, councillors, school board 
members and many of the people. Like 
their counterparts everywhere in Ontario, 
they want to run their own local 
governments--after all, they were elected 
for that purpose. 

With the army of Queen’s Park 
bureaucrats supervising, delaying and 
vetoing them, they are much attracted to 
my call for “‘home rule” in the towns and 
cities of the province. Local autonomy has 
been destroyed in the past six years and 
the aim of a Liberal government will be to 
put local power back into the communities. 


Local initiative 


Ontario’s traditions and development 
have been based on the initiative of local 
institutions in municipal government, 
schools, hospitals, libraries and, more 
recently, in planning. When the control 
and initiative passes to a distant provincial 
government, costs soar (after all, civil 
servants are well-paid and volunteers are 
not welcome) and sensitivity is lost. 

A provincial land-use plan must be the 
structure within which local communities 
decide their own futures. The best example 
of this combination is now below the plane, 
Dean Lake near Blind River. $1.6-billion 
will probably be spent right here in the 
next decade for a new atomic-electric 
plant. 

I have sat down with the local councillors 
and they want the plant but it must be 
designed to serve the needs of their 
northern communities. 

Instead of bringing the power to Toronto 
by hundreds of miles of high-tension lines, 
it must be the planning basis for a strong 
economy in Northern Ontario. Blocks of 
power on long-term contract will be 
reserved for local industry locating in the 
communities of the North. 

The surrounding area must grow under 
local control and planning and the cooling 
water from the plant itself will not be 
wasted but will be used to provide heat for 
the nearby communities. 

Provincial initiative will provide this 
broader base to the northern economy and 
Stop the growing alienation of the North. 

This feeling of alienation is not only found 
in the North. Trade unionists, school 
teachers, farmers and civil servants have 
all felt the effects of Government 
insensitivity leading to the confrontations 
that have been so much a part of Premier 
William Davis's politics. His phony war

Vote to keep home rule for our community

Ontario must protect its own interests, 
always. But historically we in Ontario have 
felt ourselves to be citizens of Canada first 
and we have responded to the feeling that 
our province is a cornerstone of 
Confederation prospering as Canadian 
unity strengthens. 

I believe that our people want a 
government in Ontario that is prepared to 
bargain hard with Ottawa, but with an 
approach based on co-operation and a 
mutual understanding of our history. 
Confrontation may make headlines but it 
does not make good government, and it 
costs the taxpayers money. 


Cost-cutting in government can be done 

effectively only after a change of 
government. The Conservatives have been 
in power 32 years this August. Their 
commitments to people and programs over 
these years have meant that their freedom 
of action is entirely lost. An almost 
$2-billion deficit this year alone simply 
shows how fiscal responsibility goes out the 
window when a shaky government is faced 
with an election. 

Ontario has not had a balanced budget 
since John Robart’s time and I believe that 
we can achieve that again when 
unemployment falls below 5 per cent. 

Ontario’s budgetary deficits have serious- 
ly increased the inflationary pressures on 
Canada’s economy. Instead of moderating 
the effects of inflation, Ontario has failed to 
use either economies in government or the 
undoubted powers of the Legislature to 
review and moderate the prices of goods 
and services coming under provincial 
regulation. 

Our Energy Board must certainly be 
empowered to do this for energy and we 
must establish effective rental review 
boards. 

1 would not hesitate to use these 
Provincial powers to protect our consumers 
from the ravages of inflation. 

The best safeguard in the use of these 
Powers is the Legislature itself, which 


must be rescued from its present 
rubberstamp role. Price-review bearinae 
should be conducted before Coa e 
the Legislature, properly advise! By 
economists, so an effective role can 
played by the elected representatives 0 
Paes under provincial jurisdiction 
such as automobile insurance rates, 
professional fees, and many food prices, 
such a committee would effectively serve to 
inform the whole community as to the 
reasons and justification for price changes. 
These arguments should no longer be 
made only in the secrecy of Cabinet 
ministers’ offices. 


Open government 
to public scrutiny 


The whole business of government must 
be opened up to public scrutiny and for 
public information. With the exception of 
reports irtvolving individual reputations, 
the minutes, reports and correspondence 
relating to public business should, by law, 
be available to the Legislature, the press 
and the public. E 

Once again, this reform can be carried out 
only by a new government, not the old 
which has so much to protect. 

The administration itself is topheavy with 
too many ministers and tangled lines of 
responsibility. A Liberal government will 
eliminate the overlapping between depart- 
ments and have a smaller Cabinet. 

Besides an open government all govern- 
ment contracts will be let by public tender 
and government business will be done in 
public, carried out without conflict of 
interest. 

This is particularly important in the area 
of housing, since the Government is more 
and more involved in land deals and 
contracts for construction. The activities of 
the Ontario Housing Corporation have 
been particularly unsavory, to the point 
that some former employees have been 
convicted. 

OHC has outlived its usefulness and my 
government will place its activities under 
the direct supervision of the Ministry of 
Housing. Instead of buying and holding 
acres and acres of vacant land, we will use 
scarce housing dollars to install water and 
sewage services that are needed to get 
houses built. 

Ido not believe in starting new cities from 
nothing, but in the planned expansion of 
our present communities. Growth for the 
remainder of this century can be 
accommodated adequately in the towns 
and cities where social capital has already 
been spent on schools, roads, sewage and 
water systems. 

The over-all provincial plan must 
designate industrial growth areas and set 
our provincial priorities, such as consery- 
ing Class I and Il agricultural land and 
decentralizing growth from the Golden 
Horseshoe, but leave decisions as to the 
quality, type and rate of growth to locally 
elected people. 

Provincial support for services and the 
removal of red tape from new subdivision 
approvals can give us the ability to service 
land and to solve the present housing 
crisis. 

Where environmental conditions permit I 
would like to see large lots approved 
without full services so that individuals can 
buy at reasonable prices and build their 
own homes. The Government must provide 
Opportunities for individuals in this 
Province to use their own skills, strength 
and initiative in solving their own 
problems whether it is housing, employ- 
ment, recreation or simply making money. 


Pay all bills 


The march toward uniformity with the 
Government paying all the bills and 
making all the decisions I find appalling. 

1 am equally concerned for the education 
system of Ontario. A decade ago even 
opposition politicians were convinced we 
had a system outranking any other. Now, 
there is universal concern about the 
declining quality and lack of standards at 
all levels in our education system. A core 
curriculum of basic, required subjects is 
obviously essential to restore and 
strengthen education in Ontario to its top 
rank on a world scale. 

The DC9 is now letting down for Malton 
on our flight from Sault Ste. Marie. From 
the north, over the lakes and farmlands, 
the small towns and rich resources of 
Ontario, we reach Toronto, a source of 
pride as a world-class city. Urban 
transportation, the preservation of neigh- 
borhoods, housing, the pace and quality of 
new development, even “‘permissiveness”” 
as exemplified by Yonge Street’s bodyrub 
shops, form the important public issues 
here. 


Talked with many 
people 


I have visited almost every part of this 
province and talked with people in schools, 
shopping centres, churches, legion halls 
and wherever people gather. We have 
talked about problems and proposed 
solutions. I as a leader and we as Liberals, 
do not have all the answers but our 
alternative of new people and new ideas 
carries with it the promise of a government 
that is more responsive to the changing 
needs of the people of Ontario. 

Put together, we promise a government 
for Ontario that will recognize the role of 
the individual faced with big government. 
We want government to be open and do 
business in public. We want that business 
to be fiscally responsible, stressing the 
importance and value of decisions made 
locally rather than by nameless, faceless 
bureaucrats at Queen’s Park. 

We will restore quality and standards to 
education and use provincial initiatives to 
build houses and moderate inflation. 
Ontario will again be a cornerstone in 
Confederation. 

We will pull our weight and replace the 
short-sighted expediency of confrontation 
with a spirit of co-operation to produce 4 
better life for all.

As others see it... 


Premier William Davis is a master 
politician, expert at sniffing political winds 
and shifting his stands to follow public 
opinion. But after 32 years in office, the 
Conservative government is tired and 
running out of new ideas. There’s a great 
emphasis on promises -- government by 
public relations, so to speak--but not much 
energy for really solving problems. 

In our view it’s time for a change--time for 
a new government that will sweep away the 
accumulated cobwebs and bring fresh 
thinking to tough issues. 

Ontario is a splendid place to live and it 
owes much to its Tory past. Davis’ 
predecessors--George Drew, Leslie Frost 
and John Robarts--often used bold policies 
to lay a base for economic growth and 
material well-being. 

But this is history, much of it distant. The 
Davis government has run out of bold 
approaches and ideas. Instead, it papers 
over problems without resolving them. 

Transportation is an outstanding exam- 
ple. Davis killed the Spadina Expressway 
as a key tactic to demonstrate his 
decisiveness before the 1971 provincial 
election. Now he has partially revived it to 
appease local complaints because he had 
no other solution for the real problems of 
travellers in northwest Metro. 

On paper the government has excellent 
housing programs to assist home-owner- 
ship for middle- and lower-middle income 
groups. But in practice the houses are not 
getting built because the government 
won't take the hard step of over-riding 
municipal opposition. 

It would be unfair to say that there are 
easy solutions to these or any of the other 
major problems facing government today. 
But for at least a year past, the actions of 
the Davis government suggest an 
obsession with public relations and the 
absence ot any settled principle or purpose 
beyond getting the Tories elected one more 
time. 

The Star believes it’s time to clean house 
and give someone else a chance. Our 
prefereence is the Liberal party under Bob 
Nixon. 

Nixon is one of those thoroughly nice, 
capable, reliable men who often are taken 
for granted. He lacks a flair for public 
relations and in eight years of leadership 


A poll taken for the Toronto Star shows 
the Liberal Party ahead of the ruling 
Conservative Party. 

According to the poll, the Liberals have 
24 per cent, the Conservatives 20 per cent, 
the NDP 13 per cent and other parties less 
than 1 per cent. Twenty-four per cent say 
they are undecided, 14 per cent refuse to 
reveal their intentions and 4 per cent say 
they will not vote Sept. 18. 

With the undecided, those who refused to 
comment and non-voters omitted, the 
Liberals have 42 per cent of popular 
support, the Conservatives 35 per cent and 
the NDP 23 per cent. 

These figures suggest that the Conserva- 
tive comeback from their low point in 
February in previous Star public opinion 
surveys has not continued. 


and two previous elections he has failed to 
ignite the electorate. 

But perhaps what is needed most for 
today’s problems is not flair and public 
relations, but someone who will bring a 
workmanlike desire to come to grips with 
them and solve them. And these are 
qualities Bob Nixon has. 

In this campaign he has struck a 
responsive chord with his concern for the 
declining quality of education. Parents 
share his call for teaching basic subjects 
which young people need to learn to 
prepare for adult life. 

His emphasis on an adequate supply of 
housing at affordable prices also touches 
broad masses of people, especially young 
families seeking their first home. There is 
no shortage in Ontario of land or building 
materials and the construction work-force 
is under-employed. Surely these can be 
brought together to build the houses 
needed. 

The Liberals have long recognized that 
the issue of ‘automobiles versus people,” 
as it is presented by the Davis government, 
is a phony one, and that any sound policy 
must balance public transit with a system 
to move cars and trucks. 

The other alternative is the New 
Democratic Party. It has demonstrated a 
concern for ordinary people and under 
Stephen Lewis it has done an effective job 
of adjusting its image to the moderate 
spirit of Ontario. 

But it is still the home of doctrinaire 
Socialists who, like their counterparts in 
the British Labor party, would prefer to 
share poverty equally rather than create a 
widely if imperfectly distributed wealth. 
And the NDP is excessively dependent on 
powerful trade unions. No relief from 
inflationary wage claims and industrial and 
civil service strikes can be expected from 
that quarter. 

So the NDP qualifies admirably as a 
strong opposition party, but not more. 

The Star’s choice, then, to bring fresh 
perceptions and new ideas to Queen’s Park 
is Bob Nixon. A Liberal government, we 
hope, would reinvigorate the political 
process and a civil service made stale by 
the long reign of one party. The Liberals 
should be given an opportunity to show 
what they can do. 


At that point, the Conservatives had 30 
per cent of the support, and that climbed to 
35 per cent in a survey taken in June. 


Seeni to have bounced back 

Meanwhile, the Liberals, who had 42 per 
cent in the February poll but fell to 39 per 
cent in June, appear to have bounced back. 
In particular, they appear to have gained 
outside of Metro, where both the 
Conservatives and NDP seem to have lost 
some support. 

Across the province, NDP strength seems 
to have diminished slightly since February, 
from 26 per cent to 25 per cent in June to 23 
per cent today. 

In the 1971 election, the Conservatives 
won 45 per cent of the popular vote and 78 
of the 117 seats in the Legislature, the

Regional strengths vary 

Statistically, results based on a sample of 
767 have a potential variation of 
plus-or-minus 3% percentage points 19 
times in 20. Breakdowns by group or 
region are based on fewer people and may 
vary more. 

The survey reveals significant differences 


in regional strength for the parties. For 
example, while the Liberals and Conserva- 
tives are tied in Metro, the Conservatives 
continue to be strongest in eastern Ontario, 
which traditionally has been a bastion for 
them. 

But the Liberals lead the Conservatives, 
29 per cent to 22 per cent, in the heavily 
populated area made up of the suburbs 
between Toronto and Hamilton, Hamilton 
itself and the Niagara Peninsula. And the

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New drug fights arthritis 


Canadian physicians have a new 
weapon in the treatment of 
arthritis, in the form of a new 
drug discovered by Eli Lilly 
and Co. Toronto, called Nal- 
fon, known generically as 
fenoprofen calcium. The pro- 
fens are a relatively new class 
of prescription drugs that may 
represent an advance in the 
treatment of the disease suffered 
by 1.5 million Canadians. 

The drug's major asset, 
claims the company, is its ability 
to relieve pain and effectively 
reduce inflammation with less 
chance of side-effects commonly 
associated with the conventional 
forms of treatment such as A.S.A. 
and steroids. It is a treatment 
only however, not a cure.

The drug has been recent- 
ly approved by the Health 
Protection Branch for the treat- 
ment of osteo and rheumatoid 
arthritis . 

Lilly officials claim the 
drug has undergone extensive 
evaluation ina clinical trial 
program in which more than 
5,000 patients in 18 countries 
participated. 


Progress to find a cure for 


arthritis has been terribly slow 
and as a result it is counted as 


one of the most important disabling 


diseases. The discovery of new 
treatment drugs is an important 
middle step in making the 
disease easier for sufferers to _ 
live with until a cure can be 
found. 

According to the Canadian 
Arthritic Society there are 
95,000 Canadians confined to 
bed or wheelchair and 428,000 
partially disabled due to arth- 
ritis. 

Most serious, painful 
and crippling is rheumatoid 
arthritis causing inflammation 
of joints, with women being 
affected about three times 
more often than men.

TODAY’S HEALTH 


The facts about drinking 
alcohol are sobering 


by David Woods 


What'll it be? Something from 
the bar? One for the road? Same 
again? 

Drinking is nearly always pre- 
ceded by these or other questions. 
The answer. more often than not. 
is yes. And that’s fine. provided you 
bnow when to stop. Unfortunately. 
1 ay Canadians don't. For them 
— and for all of us —"the broader 
questions of the increasing amount 
of alcohol abuse are pretty sobering. 
How much is too much? 

In Ontario. with its drinking 
population of about 4.5 million. 
some 328.000 people drink enough 
alcohol to endanger their health. 
That's about one drinker in 13. For 
most people. anything over six 
ounces of hard liquor daily. or its 
equivalent in wine (about half a 
bottle) or beer.(six bottles) is con- 
sidered a hazardous amount. 

Those 328,000 buy 40 per cent 
of all liquor sold in Ontario, and 
about 145,000 of them are 
alcoholics. 

What does alcohol actually do? 

Well, first of all it’s a drug that 
acts quickly on the central nervous 
system by travelling through the 
stomach lining and intestines 
through the bloodstream to the 
brain. A small amount is normally 
enough to relax the muscles and 
ease tension, which is fine. How- 
ever. three or four drinks taken 
quickly can produce-flushing, and 
an increasing heart rate; five or six 
drinks or more blur vision, slur 
speech, cause double vision and 
staggering. While this is going on, 
the liver is faced with processing or 
metabolizing the alcohol. Repeated 


heavy drinking over long periods 
can damage the liver beyond repair. 
What's the cost of alcohol 

to the individual? 

In terms of actual cost in rela- 
tion to income, alcohol has pro- 
bably never been cheaper. And 
Canadians spent $263 million more 
on it in 1974 than they did in 1972. 
But it’s still money — and the 
family that buys three 26-oz., or 
two 40-0z. a week spends $1,000 a 
year, or $50,000 in an adult life- 
lime. 

But. aside from the staggering 
financial cost, half of all traffic 
accidents “are alcohol-related, as 
well as an estimated 42 per cent of 
all boating fatalities, and 28 per 
cent of swimming deaths. More- 
over, in Ontario, 14 million person 
hours are lost each year from work 
because of absenteeism caused by 
alcohol induced illness. 

What about the cost of alcohol 
to society? 

In the health and welfare field, 
alcohol problems account for 10 
per cent of hospital expenditures in 
Ontario ($89 million a year); 15 
per cent of mental health services 
expenditures ($16 million); 20 per 
cent expenditures under the Family 
Benefits Act ($8.5 million), and 30 
per cent of Children’s Aid Society 
costs ($11.1 million). All of this 
adds up to some $125 million a 
year for Ontario alone, and does 
not include the services of indivi- 
dual physicians in treating alcohol 
problems. 

Next time somebody asks, 
“What'll it be?” — think twice. 
And before you answer that little 
question, think of the answers to 
the big questions about drinking.

sources. In addition, the study 
will indicate how and where 
wind generation might be used 
practically in Ontario with 
particular emphasis on the 
remofe north. 

"Wind energy offers the 
potential for energy production 
on a local scale with minimal 
environmental impact and 
freedom fromthe price escalation 
of fossil fuels," said Ontario 
Energy Minister, Dennis Tim- 
brell. He added that a dem- 
onstration project may be 
undertaken in 1976 if the 
results of the study warrant a 
field test.

September is peach month in 
Ontario and here is a delicious 
recipe that captures their flavour 
for you to enjoy for the rest of 
the year. 


PEACH CHUTNEY 


4 Qts. peaches 

4 cups vinegar 

} cups sugar 

4 cups chopped onion 

2 Oz. scraped ginger root 

4 Lb. raisins 

4, Lb. white mustard seed 

] Oz. red peppers 

1 Oz. garlic 

Peel peaches, remove stones, add 
2 cups vinegar, chopped onion, 
raisins, white mustard seed, 
ginger root, red peppers and 
garlic. Mix ingredients well 
and add remaining 2 cups of 
vinegar. Boil mixture 15 min- 
utes. Pack into clean, hot jars 
and seal at once. 

While tomatoes are so fresh and 
inexpensive right now, try 
these two favorites. The 
second, Country Fried Tomatoes 
can even be made with green 
tomatoes if frost threatens the 
last of your crop. 


CHILI SAUCE 

4 gts. tomatoes 

2 cups chopped onion 

1 cup chopped red peppers 

1 small hot red pepper 

1 cup chopped green peppers 
2 cups diced celery 

1 Tbsn mustard seed (white) 
1 Tspn cinnamon 

] Tspn all spice 


} Tspn chili powder 

2) cups vinegar 

3 Tbsn salt 

] cup brown sugar 

5 cups white sugar 

5 pieces fresh garlic buds, cut 
fine 

Combine all vegetables, salt, 

sugar and cook until mixture 

begins to thicken, stirring and 

removing scum every 20 minutes. 

Pour into hot jars and seal im- 

mediately . 


COUNTRY FRIED TOMATOES 

3 Tbsn. flour 
4 Ispn. pepper 
4 cup butter or margarine 
10 small toast strips 
14 cups milk, 13 Tspn. sugar 
2 Tbsn. ground cooked beef 
13 Tspn. prepared mustard 


6 large tomatoes, 
13 Tspn. salt, 


Cut stem end from tomatoes. 
Cut tomatoes in thick slices 
crosswise. Combine | Tbsn. 
flour with half of salt and pepper. 
Saute slices of tomatoe in 
butter until golden on both 
sides. Remove all but 2 slices 
to hot toast-covered platter. 
Mash remaining 2 slices into 
skillet juices, stir remaining 

2 Tbsn. flour into them. Add 
milk, stirring well. Add re- 
maining 3/4 salt, sugar, 
ground meat and mustard. Stir 
and cook until boiling and 
slightly thickened. Pour over 
tomatoes and toast. Serve at 
once. Makes 5-6 servings.
